SEED 

Probably  the  most  fascinating  part  of  growing  dahlias  is  to 
be  derived  from  growing  them  from  seed.  From  seed,  all  of  the 
new  varieties  are  obtained.  They  are  seldom  like  the  parent 
plant,  either  in  form  or  color,  and  one  never  knows  when  he 
will  get  a prize  winner.  Many  of  the  finest  dahlias  of  today 
were  produced  from  seed  grown  by  amateurs  and  sold  to  com- 
mercial growers  for  fancy  prices.  Each  year  I have  a small 
amount  of  seed  in.  excess  of  my  requirements  that  I release  to 
my  customers.  This  seed  is  all  hand-picked  and  cleaned,  and  is 
selected  from  the  highest  type  parents.  It  is  expensive  to  pro- 
duce, and  sells  for  $2.00  per  hundred,  seeds  for  the  large  types, 
and  $1.00  per  hundred  for  the  pompon  and  collarette  types.  This 
seed  may  be  had  from  individual  parents  or  mixed.  Please  state 
whether  you  desire  Decorative,  Hybrid  Cactus,  Cactus,  or  Peony 
types.  Plants  from  seed  will  bloom  and  produce  good  clumps  of 
tubers  the  first  year.
